AGREE IT IS WIDESPREAD 
AND DIFFICULT PROBLEM 
WITH WHICH TO DEAL 

BOSTON, Mas?. — Officials of 
state and municipal anti-discrimina- 
tion agencies and of Jewish com- 
munity relations agencies agreed at 
a conference at a recent meeting 
here that: While gains have been 
made as a result of laws and gen- 
eral education, employment dis- 
crimination against Jews Is more 
widespread than is revealed by com- 
plaints and other available evi- 
dence. The subtlety with which dis- 
crimination against Jews is prac- 
ticed makes it more difficult to 
detect and deal with than discrim- 
ination against other groups. The 
problem mertts additional attention 
by both Jewish organizations ai\d 
public agencies. 

Many of the largest commercial 
and industrial firms in the United 
States, including some holding" fed- 
eral government contracts — which 
officially ban 30 b bia.e — are practic-

“We don't 
hire any of the forbidden race of 
the African brotherhood.” “Desper- 
ate, but not desperate enough to 
hire Jews or Nisei.” 

Figures reported by the gover n- 
mental agencies — including some 
not represented at the conference — 
show'ed that about one-eighth of all 
the complaints of discriminati(*n 
that have been lodged with them 
were on the basis of religion, and 
that more than eight out of every 
ten cases of religious discrimination 
involved a Jewish worker. These 
facts were gathered in a survey 
conducted by NCRAC in prepaia- 
tion for the conference. 

The conference agreed with Fein- 
mark that the extent of discrimina- 
tion against Jews in employment 
could not be measured by the vol- 
ume of complaints coming to the 
agencies. 

Feinmark cited investigations 
carried out in Chicago by the Bu- 
reau on Jewish Employment Prob- 
lems which showed that out of 
about 19,000 job orders filed with 
commercial employment agencies 
in that city between March, 1953, 
and September, 1954, nearly one- 
quarter were closed to Jews by em- 
ployers' discriminatoi'y specifica- 
tions. Nine out of ten of the jobs 
covered were in routine clerical 
work, Feinmark remarked, and 
there was an acute shortage of 
clerical help in th^ axea during the 
period studied. 

The investigation revealed tlvit 
twenty-seven per cent of all the 
firms involved had told the agenr ies 
not to refer Jews to them. Reporca 
by employment agency personrel 
said that some of those that did 
not show discrimination on their 
job orders were known not to hire 
Jews. An analysis of placement 
records showed that while forty- 
one per cent of non- Jewish ap- 
Iplicants got jobs through the 
j agencies, only nineteen per cent of 
the Jewish applicants were placed. 

The list of discriminatory firms, 
Feinmark said, **rfeads like a ‘Who’s 
Who’ of American industry.

RABBI HALPERN TO SPEA^ 
ON MAIMONIDES 


Remarkable as Is the rebirth of 
the Hebrew language and great as 
was Ben-Yehudah’s part in bringing 
it about, one must be careful not 
to exaggerate by picturing one man 
as having suddenly brought to life 
a language dead for two thousand 
years. 

The Hebrew language did not re 
main still with the Bible, nor did it 
cease to develop with the destruc- 
tion of Jewish Commonwealth two 
thousand years ago. Throughout 
the centuries of Jewish Dispersion, 
a rich body of Hebrew literature 
grew up, developing new styles and 
new vocabularies, often subjected to 
"the influences of other languages 
and literatures. Though most books 
written in Hebrew were of a re- 
ligious nature, there were periods 
such as in Spain in the early Mid-

Ben-Yehudah introduced the- use 
of Hebrew for all occasions in the 
home and through his associates 
among the teachers, in the school- 
room, in the schoolyard and in the 
streets. He also adopted as the 
standard pronunciation of Hebrew 
the Sephardic, which is more eu- 
phoneous and more uniform than 
the Ashkenazic. 


In his determination to restore 
Hebrew as a spoken language Ben- 
Yehudah far exceeded any other 
Zionist. But* his love for Hebrew 


was only slightly greater than that 
many other Jews bore for the lan- 
guage ul llieir furefallieiii. 

Love for Hebrew has been part 
\oi tlie Jewish cultural heritage. The 
fanatics of Jerusalem, who threw 
stones at Ben-Yehudah and excom- 
municated him several times, loved 
Hebrew in their own way and ob- 
jected to the defiling of the sacred 
tongrue by profane use. Less Con- 
seiwative Jews, who derided Ben- 
Yehudah’s efforts to bring up his 
children in Hebrew as impractical 
and detrimental to the children’s 
normal development, also loved He- 
brew. It was not just reverence for 
the language of the Bible and the 
prayer-book. It was also a passion 
for the sounds and cadences of the 
language, for its forms and images, 
for the associations evoked by its 
words, a strong attachment to the 
precious treasure of one’s culture.

people. 

This brought to mind the scan- 
dalous situation involving certain 
national veterans’ organizations 
that was revealed recently by a 
committee of the New York State 
Legislature and which resulted in 
the passage of certain legislation 
in that state.

The overall problem is further 
aggravated by people of influence 
in local communities who often are 
flattered into lending their ^ names 
to such independent drives without 
first making a careful check as to

One of these theories about feed- 
ing children has involved recom- 
mending time schedules, diet charts, 
and the formulation of average 
weight and volume of food intake. 
Parental anxiety then was generat- 
ed if a particular child deviated 
from these schedules. Ignored was 
the warning that this average is a 
myth, that a reasonably Is^rge va- 
riation above and below is all right 
too, and that even wider valuations 
from day to day was all right as 
long as over the weeks and months 
they tended to average out. 

If the child ate according to the 
imaginary schedule, peace and 
quiet reigned. ‘But -no child ever 
has, nor ever will, for any length 
of time. Pediatricians found them- 
selves harassed by parents when- 
ever the • children deviated from 
schedule notwithstanding the ade- 
quacy of their weight and blood 
count for their age and height. No 
wonder, in self defense, pediatri- 
cians now bill for telephone con- 
versatlons 

I’/Jis tneory snoWea little interest h 
in the state of hunger, or appetite 1 1 
of the child. As such it fell on the 
welcoming ears of most Jewish 
parents who react negatively to the 
suggestion that they permit a child 
to become, or go hungiy. There is 
little appreciation that a state of 
hunger is wonderful preparation 
for a meal and that it is a normal 
and desirable state to develop. For 
years physicians have been urging 
people unsuccessfully to get up 
from the table a little hungiy. To- 
day, in our country, infinitely more 
people dig their grave.s with their 
teeth than starve to death. 

Hunger is the thennostat of the 
body, calling for food. It is not a 
symptom of illness, nor is it evid- 
ence of parental failure or neglect. 
The good parent permits the rise 
and fall of the child’s hunger, and 
relates feeding to these variations 
of the child’s appetite. The good 
parent will do some suggesting and 
stimulating to encourage regular 
habits or discourage fads, but by 
and large trusts the “thermostat 
to keep the “house” evenly warm. 

Unfortunately the use of food 
may be distorted to serve func- 
tions other than satisfying hunger. 

It can be a substitute for love, or 
a proof of love. The “modern” 
demand feeding idea is based on 
the simple recognition that hunger 
naturally comes and goes in ac- 
cordance to certain body rhythms. 
Feeding according to hunger 
rhythms, if the parent permits the 
child to become hungry, sets a per- 
sonal schedule. But children may 
cry, be fretful, whiny, and com- 
plaining for many reasons other 
than hunger. It is a matter of pa- 
rental judgment as to whether the 
child needs feeding, or parental 
comforting and tenderness. 

But if parents have very little 
time, comfort, or tenderness to give 
a restless or lonesome child, food 
is a handy substitute. In the case 
of an infant, a bottle in the mouth, 
or a pacifier serves the purpose. 


With older children, if they have 
had insufficient love, the table is 
easily the place to get some. The 
child may turn from parent to large 
volumes of food. Or, the child can 
easily get a rise out of the parent 
by real or pretended disinterest in 
food. 

Food can also be a means of 
controlling and punishing a child. 
Dessei-ts are notoriously abused as 
a reward and a punishment. At one 
and the same time, the parents 
prove how devoted they are, and 
become “justifiably” angly and 
punitive when the child does not 
appreciate their devotion by eating 
to their pleasure. 

All people generate wondertul 
appetites under the encouragement 
of hunger. But overfeeding in our 
society has become epidemic, and 
constitutes a major health hazard. 
We deprive ourselves and our chil- 
dren of the benefit of an impor- 
tant sensation which adds a real 
zest to an important bodily func- 
tion. We take the fun out of eat- 
ing, and made it a chore of a pre- 
ventative of hunger. No wonder 
children rebel. 

Give hunger a i*espectable place 
in your home. If he is not there, 
and your child does not eat until 
there is an appreciable weight loss, 
then a serious problem exists re- 
quiring specialized treatment by 
pediatrics and child psychiatry. If 
he is there, and you have not the 
means to satisfy him, then an 
equally serious problem exists re- 
quiring specialized treatment by so- 
cial work.
